"A number of insane and epileptic per- ' 


sons were found in the county institu- 
tions. The asylum at Fort Wayne, one 
of the best managed in the. state, has 
thirty-two insane 
persons 
and 
eight 


epileptics. 
While they 
receive 
better 


care than is usually afforded in a county 
institution, they should be in a state 
hospital. In the Henry county jail is'an 
epileptic man who has been confined 
there since July 1. 1011. He is sane and 
harmless most <»f the time. 


"In the Dearborn county poor asylum 


the inspector found three insane men 
and four insane women in a total popu- 
lation of twenty-six. 
Much neglect of 


ordinary cleanliness was found in county 
jails aiid in many of them the bedding 
wns vermin infested. 
This is particu- 


larly true where mattresses instead of 
straw licks are used. 


"Two special reports on jails were 


considered- 
One referred to the escape 


of four prisoners from the Tippecanoe 
county jail on Aug. 3. With proper ad- 
ministration this jail is strong and safe. 
Tho other special report was the suicide 
of fin insane man in the Bartholomew 
county jail Aug. 3. The administration 
of this jail is very -unsatisfactory." 


Brown Makes Report.

difficulty in meeting the demand 
for 


them, but large quantities of question- 
able eggs, often bought at very low 
prices, have been broken out for cooking 
purposes by disreputable firms, being 
preserved by freezing or drying until 
ready .for use. Some dealers, however, 
manufacture a satisfactory product by 
the use of good eggs 
handled 
under 


proper conditions. 


"There is no objection to drying or 


freezing good eggs under proper sanitary 
conditions; in fact, there are some ad- 
vantages to be gained by preserving eggs 
in this manner, although the manufac- 
turing processes devised by man as a 
rule do not improve the quality of. na- 
ture's work. 


Conditions -of modern life and com- 


merce must, however, be met, and dried 
eggs or eggs in a frozen condition may 
be shipped long distances and 
require 


less space for transportation and stor- 
age than do eggs in the shell."

He, 
makes it fully apparent that Mr. Roosevelt prudently de- 
termined not to trust to the righteousness of his cause 
alone, but pinned some considerable degree of his faith to 
the efficacy of campaign funds—properly and legiti- 
mately used, of course. Also he demonstrated that he 
knew where to get the money. With the new demand for 
publicity in the matter of campaign contributions and 
campaign expenditures, there is no likelihood of a repeti- 
tion of old-time methods in campaign financiering. They 
prove entirely too embarassing to those in charge of them 
when turned inside out for the edification of the public.

Indiana 


among other states has attempted to end 
the abuses of politics in the government 
of cities by forbidding mayors, council- 
men and other ' elective officials to be 
their own successors. 
This recognizes 


and ntlmits that the curse of city gov- 
ernment is partisan politics. 
The mis- 


take was in trying to correct an evil by 
outlawing consequences instead of kill- 
ing the root from wl.ioh the evil grows. 
It has done no good to forbid officials 
the opportunity to make themselves more 
useful by larger experience. 
On the 


theory that nil officials are bad and can 
do le?s hnrm in one term than in two, 
the tenure has been limited. The. only 
result hns been to keep cities under the 
management of inexperienced -men. The 
business system of government lays the 
foundation for continuing service and the 
development of expertness in local af- 
fairs by a form of rule which ati.the 
outset prohibits any recognition of po- 
litical parties and forbids their activity 
as such in city elections. The elective 
officials are chosen by non-partisan bal- 
lot. 
They may be re-elected as many 


times as the people want them. 
The 


entire operating branch of the govern- 
ment is appointed and it may hold office 
so long as its works command public up 
proval.

of results. Without long tenure based 
upon a non-partisan form, a popular con- 
trol and a merit system of employment 
these things cannot he; with long ten- 
ure so instituted, they are not only pos- 
sible, but assured. 
Tho business sys- 


tem of government will establish these 
conditions. Under it will develop as dis- 
tinctive a type, and as high a degree of 
honorable and useful professionalism as 
any other pursuit which attracts the 
ambitions and enlists the energies of

An army of inventors is nt work on I 


one of civilized man's greatest problems 
—rapid trunsit from city workshop to 
suburban homo. All over the world able 
men arc striving to discover new sources 
of mechanical energy. 
Yet those now 


leading in the campaign may at any 
moment be outdistanced by some poor, 
obscure inventor in this inspiring spec- 
tacle of thousands nobly ambitious to 
endow humanity with greater comfnrt. 


Not long ago Tlie Sentinel chronicled 


the discovery of a struggling Xew York 
inventor that gravitation itself may bo 
overcome by counter electric currents, so 
eliminating the protest hindrance to 
rnpid, cheap transit. 
The world is also 


keenly catching the results of years of 
experiment by Louis Tirenna'n in Eng- 
land. 
He hns perfected the use of the 


gyroscope principle on a monorail car 
and promises safe, smooth travel at 130 
milos an hour. 


The single rail idea has been worked 


out successfully in several cities. 
Tlie 


Bohr monorail between Li=towel 
and 


Ballybunion, Kerry county, Ireland, con- 


sists of engines and cars which literally' 
straddle an A-shapM monorail built up 
on a trestle live foot from the ground. 
The engine i» really two engines, with 't 
boiler on each side. An even balance is 
maintained by small guide rails. 


Various other ingenious inventions .for 


rapid suburban transit are' being per- 
fected, but the invention which is hailed 
in scientific quarters as giving greatest 
promise for relief of the terrible conges- 
lion in cities is in*subway transporta- 
tion. It is known as the Adkins-Lewis 
system of continuous transit. Its chief 
points arp great simplicity of construc- 
tion and wonderful cheapness, both in 
building and in operation. 


It is said to cost less than half the ex- 


pense of subway systems such as are 
now in' use in Now York and Boston 
with a gross operating expense of only 
one-fifth. 


The Adkins-Lewis system provides for 


an underground tube, throughout the en 
tire length of which runs a screw 
or 


shaft, driven at constant speed by elec 
trie motors. This shaft is threaded vcrj 


•losely at each station, but gradual!) 
opening out in the spaces between sta- 
ions. Trains of cars move continuously 
above this shaft, the threads of which 
ict with rollers lixed on the under side 
of each car. The speed varies with the 
pitch--of the spiral thread, being very 
slow—only two and one-half miles an 
hour—as the train passes a station and 
gradually 
increasing 
to 
twenty-four 


miles an hour between stations. 


The train never actual!); stops, the 


speed in stations being so slow that pas- 
sengers easily step in and out. 
In this 


it is much like moving sidewalks and 
stairways. 
Trains are. practically con- 


tinuous in passing a station, gradually 
growing farther apart Hs they proceed, 
and then drawing close together again at 
the next station. 
This means a con- 


tinuous stream of passengers is taken on 
as they come, not waiting to enter trains 
periodically in crowds. 
The 
cars arc 


small, much like large elevator cages, 
with the entire side next the platform 
open for entrance or exit. Stations are 
only a quarter mile apart.

" "When a wan is turned over to me 
on a charge of abandonment, my first

The chances are that if drink 
id not cause the abandonment bis wife's 
iother did. and I. say that, in spite of 
IB fact that I know there are tnothers- 
n-law who are veritable angels in the 
omes where they live.

"Another strange thing I have noticed 


s that most of the abandonment cases 
hat do not occur in the first year of 
married life come when the husband has 


eached the ape of from forty to forty- 
wo or forty-three. 
"I've seen homes where the house was 
irty, the children were dirty, and the 


wife did not know how to cook or to 
«ep herself clean and attractive. That 
would have caused any husband to stay 
iiyay. 


"But in the cases where the wife is 
good woman and the cause of aban- 


donment is drink or mother-in-law. I can

hnve a movement started hy the people 
of the east end to eliminate th« dust 
nuisance by oiling all their dirt streets. 
The dust nuisance exists, unless property 
cleaned, on our pnved streets much as it 
docs on the <lirt streets. 
While the de- 


mand for cleaner streets is constantly 
Increasing, tlie most casual observer. I 
am sure will testify that our streets are 
now being kept cleaner thnn nt any time 
in the past, and tills, too, when the paved 
streets have been increased from forty- 
eight miles to fifty-five miles or more, 
and the appropriation made for cleaning 
the same is practically the same ns for tho 
years nrevious. The street commissioner 
hns labored untiringly to perfect the street 
cleaning organization, so that today he 
has n. system developed so that it a proper 
a.nd adequate appropriation were made our 
streets would -satisfy the most exacting. 
I know of no better policy that your body- 
could adopt than liberality In the making 
of appropriations for cleaner streets, a 
policy which if once adopted would never 
be departed from. 
STREET REPAIRS. 


Considerable repairs have been made to 


our paved streets during the past year, 
but much can be expected along this line 
when the municipal street repair plant is 
put In operation, -which will be not later 
than the first of: September. With no par- 
ticular experience relative to the cost of 
making these repairs or an accurate es- 
timate" of the amount to be done It is im- 
possible to say whether the present ap- 
propriation will be adequate to meet the 
demands.
